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2, The Protest of .2^0 was initiated by physycisjts and 
mathematicians . None of. them withdrew their signatures. 

Also HONCj&R 0^4s,Lina KOSTENKO , NEKRAS ; OV,XOTS IUBYNSKA , LUKASH , SEVRUK , DRAC 
IIORSKA and other '’dissidents" refused to do so. 

KOZACHENKO and POLTORATSICY are in charge of present campaign 
against the "dissidents". NIRTTCHENKO , the KGB chief, seems to be 
not very happy about it and would rather prefer to have things "calmed 
down", KOZACHENKO was reported to have said tha^it would be necessary
